Board to speed all-out defense. The 
board realizes the magnitude of 
its task. It recognizes as well that 
success requires a vigorous, united 
effort on its part, together with 
unstinted co-operation from the 
public in accepting certain respon- 
sibilities necessary in the defense 
of our democratic institutions. 

“To hasten direct action along 
limes where action is needed, the

(In London an American source 
said the United States mission “in 
all probability” would travel to 
Moscow through London.) 

“The mission,” said a White 
House statement, “will join with

Before Moscow—German forces 
driven back at one point as far as 


30 miles, and one SS—elite black- 
shirt—division destroyed by a 10- 
day counteroffensive. 
Before Leningrad—the German 
siege ring ‘pushed back three miles 
with heavy losses under a counter- 
assault directed personally by Mar- 
shal Klementi Voroshilov. 
| Before Odessa-—-The Germans 
stubbornly resisted by the Red 
army in attempts to break into 
the Black Sea port with sailors 
from the Russian Black Sea fleet 
bolstering the army by carrying 
out raids behind the Nazi lines. 
German Losses. 
Yemelyan Yaroslavsky, a mem- 
ber of the Central party and a 
leading Communist publicist, de- 
clared in Pravda, party newspaper, 
that the Germans had lost 2,930,- 
000 men—dead, wounded and pris- 
oners—since the war began in 1939, * 
including more than 2,000,000 on 
the Eastern front alone, where 
the action is in its eleventh week. 
Yaroslavsky compared this esti- 
mate with German losses of 2,590,- 
000 on the Eastern front in the last 
war, emphasizing that Russia's 
male population is more than dou- 
ble Germany’s. He said three five- 
year plans had created new bases 
“unreachable for the enemy” and

machinery resources necessary to a 
realistic all-out defense program. 
In some cases this may involve 
only a part of an industry; in other 
cases it may involve Several parts. 
Wherever possible to convert the 
less essential to military or essen- 
tial civilian production, this will 
be done. Every means will be em- 
ployed to expedite this process with 
a minimum loss of time for men 
and machines, But the less essen- 
tial must go. 

“This means cutting off the fat 


and hardening the muscles. 


“The board holds that defense 
comes first, and while recognizing 
that the civilian economy must be 
stripped of less essentials, it must 
be kept in good running order and 
in more than standby condition. 


To Set Up Controls. 


“To achieve this purpose, the 
board will devise promptly appro- 
priate controls to assure equitable 
distribution of materials under a 
constructive system of priorities, 
the basic purpose of which is to 
assure the wisest use of all our 
resources for the task at hand. 


“Those materials, which may be 
hoarded in the cellars and attics 
of certain industries and ‘traders, 
|will be routed out and put to use 
| where most needed in military and 
essential civilian production. In 
its allocations, the board will con- 
sider existing supplies which have 
been bought in anticipation of fu- 
ture requirements. This means, of 
course, that the board wil assem- 
ble complete, detailed and accurate 
statements of requirements as to 
military and assential civilian needs 
to guide its application and en- 
forcement of priorities. It should 
be emphasized that the demands 
of military and essential civilian 
requirements of this hemisphere 
must be equally recognized and 
adequately provided for in allocat- 
ing materials. , 

“Scare buying against imaginary 
requirements of the future will be 
discouraged effectively. Real re- 
quirements are too immediate and 
urgent for us to, tolerate the 
slightest diversion by speculators 
or others whose actions would de- 
stroy our policy of share and share 
alike the burdens and responsibil- 
ities which confront us. 


“The board hopes to be able to 
announce by next week the means 
adopted to carry out this purpose. 
There will also be announced short- 
ly a plan for conservation on a 
national scope of all scarce materi- 
als needed in defense production. 


“The goal our country must reach 
to perpetuate our freedom and to 
assure victory for all who share 
our democratic philosophy means 
sacrifice. But we must make cer- 
tain that sacrifices are not imposed 
because we are wasteful; because 
we fail to look ahead or because 
proper use is not made of all avail- 
able materials, men and machines. 
For this reason, it is the board’s 
intention to state publicly the basis 
of each important step taken, in- 
sofar as that may be done without 
affecting our military security ad- 
versely. 


“The board believes that if the 
public knows why it must forego 
certain comforts; why it must give 
rather than get; why, in sub- 
stance, the fat must go and the 
muscles be strengthened, the co- 
operation vital to success will be 
had in full measure. 

“Thus, in an hour when free 
men must unite to defend their 
freedom, we shall move forward 
in that spirit which holds that 
none but the free are strong and 
none but the strong can be free.”

ROOSEVELT CALLS FOR MORE 
NIGHT WORK ON DEFENSE 


New Program Is to Use Old Plants Many of 
Which Must Stop or Cut Civilian 
Production, He Says. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT 
Chief Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Briefly 
elaborating his Labor day radio 
address,. President Roosevelt an- 
nounced at a press conference late 
yesterday that his plan to “step up 
the total of our production” ,cailed 
for the spending of more money. 
He said he would soon send a mes- 
sage to Congress for additional de- 
fense appropriations, but that this 
would be after he had asked for a 
second lease-lend appropriation to 
aid Great Britain, China and other 
nations who are fighting aggres- 
sion. 

He declined to reveal how much 
would be called for in either mes- 
sage. More than a month ago he 
said that the lease-lend recommen- 
dations would not be drafted until 
Harry Hopkins had returned from 
Europe. Hopkins is staying at the 
White House and presumably is 
working over British needs.’ Un- 
official reports in Washington fix 
the lease-lend recommendations at 
10 billion dollars. The original 
lease-lend appropriation was seven 
billion dollars. The President said 
there might be some news on the 
lease-lend appropriation later this 
week or early next week. 


Nearly all the money appropri- 
ated for the defense program has 
been allocated, he said and the new 
money, when appropriated, will not 
be earmarked for any special year, 
but will be available for spending 
as soon as it can be spent. He 
said he would send his message on 
this subject “anon,” which meant 
“soon,” and that “soon” meant 
some time between now and Jan. 1. 


Use of Old Factories. 


Some of the money will go for 
new factories, he continued, but an 
effort will be made to correct the 
original geographic concentration 
of defense industries. Another de- 
parture from earlier plaris will be 
the increased use of old factories, 
many of which will soon have to 
stop or curtail civilian production 
because of defense priorities, he 
said. | 

With defense capacity now com- 
ing along from earlier-built plants, 
the President said, more money can 
be spent for the finished product. 
This will be done, he explained, by 
increasing the percentage of work- 
ers on the second and third shifts. 

The bottleneck of this program, 
however, is the difficulty in getting 
raw materials, he disclosed. At 
present about 80 per cent of the 
v.orkers are on the first, or regu- 
lar shift, 15 per cent on the second 
shift and 5 per cent on the third; 
the goal sought is 60 per cent on 
the first shift, 30 per cent on the 
second and 10 per cent on the 
third: This schedule is effective, 
he said, in some Government and 
some privately owned plants. 


Declines to Amplify Talk. 


Asked to define what he had in 
mind when he told the Labor day 
radio audience that “we shall do 
everything in our power to crush 
Hitler and his Nazi forces,” the 
President merely observed that the 
language spoke for itself. He like- 
wise declined to amplify his asser- 
tion about “more greatly safe- 
guarding” American production “on 
its journey to the battlefields.” 

The President joined in pro- 
longed laughter when a State De- 
partment reporter addressed him 
as “Mr. Ambassador.” After the 
laughter died down and the Presi- 
dent had jocularly remarked that 
he could be called “Governor” for 
short, the reporter asked: 

“Mr. President, have you had a 
reply from the Japanese Prime 
Minister?” 


Roosevelt said that all the news 
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on this subject would have to come 


He said he had not been in 
Washington long enough to know 
whether a! group of Russian flyers 
was coming to Washington, and 
when a reporter asked if the forth- 
coming Moscow conference would 
be held in Washington, he replied 
that this seemed like a'silly ques- 
tion. 

Sees U. S. Envoy to Britain. 


After the press conference the 
President talked with W. Averell 
Harriman, an American Minister 
to Great Britain, who will head 
the American delegation to Mos- 
cow. 

The beginning of the press meet- 
ing was devoted to the new War 
Department building, to be built 
in nearby Virginia, which has been 
important local news. The Presi- 
dent hoped that it would not cost 
$35,000,000, as has been estimated, 
and pointed out that a site had 
been found which would not spoil 
in any way the views of Arlington 
Memorial Cemetery. The new 
building will be in pentagon form, 
with a windowle8s record room in 
the center court. The President 
said that as the result of numerous 
conferences a compromise had been 
reached so the building would 
house only 20,000 workers instead 
of 40,000, and that after the emer- 
gency the executive offices of the 
War Department could return to 
enlarged Washington offices and 
the Virginia building would be- 
come, as originally intended, a 
warehouse for records.

of Schedule. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP)— 
Asserting that the Maritime Com- 
mission’s construction program “is 
not behind, it’s ahead,” Chairman 


Emory 8S. Land. predicted today 
that 1153 new ships of approxi- 
mately 12,140,000 deadweight tons 
would be placed in operation. be- 
tween July 1, 1941, and the end of 
1943. 

These figures, Land told a press 
conference, do not include 105 
vessels in the commission’s long- 
range program which were deliv- 
ered up to.Sept. 3, or additional 
small vessels and craft for which 
the commission is contracting. 
Land issued a formal statement 
which he called a progress report 
“in view of the critical importance 
of ship construction to the nation- 
al defense program .. . particu- 
larly since questions have been 
raised both in Congress and in the 
press as to the adequacy of the 
commission's building and the 
speed and lack of speed in pro- 
ducing the new ships.” 

130 New Ships This Year. 

“Between 130 and 134 new ves- 
sels will be completed this year on, 
the basis of current reports from 
the yards,” Land said. 
If stoppages due to priorities o 
other factors do not hold back 
construction, and added, 90 ves- 
sels totaling 1,000,000 deadweight | 
tons will be delivered the first 
three months of 1942; 146 vessels 
of 1,400,000 deadweight tons will 
be delivered in the second three 
months of that year; 154 vessels 
of 1,646,000 deadweight tons will 
be delivered in the third quarter 
and 184 vessels of 2,000,000 dead- 
weight tons will be delivered in 
the fourth quarter. 
In the first quarter of 1943, 220 
ships averaging 2,270,000 dead- 
weight tons will be placed in op- 
eration, he said. 

1948 to Be Peak Year. 
“Thus, in the first quarter of 
1942,” Land.declared, “American 
shipbuilding will deliver more new 
ships than were produced by the 
United States during any previous 
year since the first world war with 
the exception of 1941, and more 
ships than were delivered in the 
whole of 1917, when we were at 
war, 

“In the first quarter of 1943, if 
we are able to carry out the sched- 
ule we have set for ourselves, we 
will deliver more shipping than 
was produced in the United States 
in the whole of 1918 when Amer- 
ica produced 1,830,000 deadweight 
tons of ships.” 

Report on Two-Ocean Navy. 
The Navy Department also is- 
sued a report of progress in its 
two-ocean fleet construction pro- 
gram, announcing that 213 véssels 
of all classes had been completed 
since the first of this year and 
the keels laid for 436 others, 

An additional 249 craft of vari- 
ous categories launched between 
Jan. 1 and Sept. 1 need only the 
finishing touches, the department 
said, to make them part of the 
United States fleet.

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‘Enormous Explosions’ Set 
- Near Railway © Station, 
British Report.

a LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—British 
bombers which blasted Berlin last 
night caused “énormous explosions” 
in the capital and started “a very 
large fire” near one of the main 
Berlin railway stations, the Air 
Ministry news service said tonight. 
The service said the attacking 


planes bombarded the city with 
“some of the heaviest bombs.” 
Earlier the Air Ministry stat- 
ed that Berlin and Fran were 
the main objectives of an attack 
which also was carried to other 
western German cities and to ports 
of German-held Belgium and 
France. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, the Air 
Minister, said at a luncheon that 
the British bombers “hit the city 
of Berlin hard.”

Four-Motored Bombers Used. 
Four-motored bombers  partici- 
pated in the raid on Berlin, one 
‘of the heaviest yet made on the 
capital. 

The Captain-of one of these craft 
whichreached home safely, though 
disabled, told this story: 

“We ran right across the city 
from the southwest to the north- 
east and dropped our bombs. Fire 
sprang up almost immediately and 
a very good fire, too, in the center 
of the city. : 
“The rear gunner could see it 
for 15 minutes afterwards. Some- 
body else must have bombed our 
fire because we saw more explo- 
sions in it.

Nazis Say Defenses Kept Most

BERLIN, Sept. 3 (AP).—Brit- 
ish bombers struck in force at 
Berlin with explosives and incen- 
diaries last night in one of the 
German capital’s sharpest air raids 
in months and civilian casualties 
and residential damage were offi- 
cially acknowledged. 

Various places in Northern and 
Central Germany and the Rhine- 
land were under attack at the 
same time, an announcement said, 
with only “insignificant damage” 
resulting. 

“The attack of one bomber unit 
on the Reich’s capital,” the Ger- 
man high command said, “failed 
to reach full effectiveness because 
of the strong anti-aircraft de- 
fense.” 

Six bombers were said to have 
been shot down by ground gun- 
ners, and to this total were added 
12 British craft reported destroyed 
by naval forces, marine artillery 
and Luftwaffe pursuit airmen over 
the English Channel and _ the 
Dutch and Norwegian coasts. 

“Only a few planes reached the 
inner city,” the high command 
said of the Berlin raid. “There 
was a small loss in dead and in- 
jured among the civilian popula- 
tion, with bombs falling on resi- 
dential sections.” 

Offensively, German forces were 
reported to have bombed ports on 
the British east coast and airports

In his address, broadcast na. 
tionally, he said, “We have talked 
much of the necessity of united 
action and sacrifice, and all Ameri- 
cans, isolationists and nationalists, 
interventionists and international- 
iste, have pledged to the building 
of a strong defense.” 

“This is the first sacrifice, the 
first offering we have been asked 
to make,” he added, “and what an 
insignificant sacrifice it is, to buy 
the best security that can be 
bought to crush totalitarianism.” 

Willkie noted that many persons, 
while expressing the wish for de- 
feat of totalitarianism in the world, 
hold back with the explanation, “I 
don’t like the administration.” 

“It doesn’t do any good now for 
the French to look back on the 
hélp that some of them did not 
give because they didn’t like their 
administration,” he said. 

Some say, he continued, that they 
don’t want to help because of the 
fiscal expense, and added, “I don’t 
like it either, but is that going to 
save America?”

Paul Oechsle, twine plant super- 
intendent, told Miller discipline in 
the factory was “at a very low 
ebb” and “getting worse daily.” He 
charged inmates had twice: fifed 
the plant, had been found with 
weapons and had threatened plant 
officers. 

“I refuse to sit longer on this 
burning powder keg,” Oechsle 
wrote. He and two foremen, Mor- 
ris R. Denton and Albert Oechsle, 
a brother of the superintendent, 
resigned. The factory employs a 
number of civilian foremen, in- 
spectors and guards. Miller said 
none of these workmen had pro- 
tested against the conditions. 
Oechsle complained prison of- 
ficials refused to protect him and 
his staff against inmate threats. 
Miller, named penal director by 
Gov. Forrest C, Donnell, last July, 


said conditions in the plant factory 
were not abnormal, however. 
He said those who. resigned had 
refused to co-operate with a fore- 
man designated by the new admin- 
istration, and he hinted the un- 
rest might be due to patronage 
changes at the prison. 

He said 10 men were placed in 
punishment cells at Oecechsle’s re- 
quest recently because one of them 
was found carrying a dagger. 

“I don’t know what else we could 
do to co-operate with him,” Miller 
said. “Most of the stuff he talks 
about apparently happened before 
my time. The fires either were 
caused by lint igniting in the mo- 
tors or because men were permit- 
ted to smoke in the plant.” 

Miller said there had been some 
unrest among the prisoners “which 
I understand is usual with every 
change of administration, but it 
all seems to be quiet here now.” 

He said there had been “a few 
strike attempts” among convict 
workmen in the twine and shoe 
factories, “but no serious trouble.” 
The convicts, he explained, “were

A War Department plan for two

Asked if he thought 
any would not approve it, he said 
the plumbers’ and roofers’ unions 
probably would not as they Rave 
not consented to the recent reduc- 
tion in overtime pay from double 
time to time and one-half, 

About 250 plumbers and some 25 
roofers, working a five-day, 40- 
hour week in refusing to accept 
only time and a half pay for over- 
time work, are “definitely holding 
up progress on the plant,” Mar- 
shall declared. He explained that 
work on a number of operations 
depended on work done first by 
the plumbers and roofers. 

Under the change in shifts, 
Marshall said, employes would re- 
ceive time and a half for the two 
hours in excess of eight hours on 
five days a week and time and a 
half for the full 10 hours on Sat- 
urdays.

One German army corps holding 
a middle front sector claimed to 
have demolished 178 tanks since 
Saturday, according to a report 
carried by DNB, official German 
news agency.

River. ' | 

Military dispatches said Soviet 
Marshal Semyon Budyonny’s forces 
on the east bank of the broad 
stream were attacking repeatedly 
in an effort to dislodge the Ger- 
mans from the opposite bank. 

Russian planes and artillery 
were said to be keeping the river 
under heavy fire, and it was indi- 
cated the Germans thus far have 
not succeeded in establishing any 
bridgeheads on the east bank. 

Rumanian troops were reported 
co-operating closely with German 
forces besieging Odessa and were 
said to have been responsible for 
cutting off the city’s water supply. 

Soviet warships and shore bat- 
teries joined Russian troops in 
“trying to hold up a further Ger- 
man advance” in the Estonian 
coastal area yesterday, but Soviet 
resistance was broken, DNB  re- 
ported.

Donnell said Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick had held that since 
“gambling and prostitution are of 
a nature to interfere with national 
defense,” the funds could be used 
to hire the deputies, The Governor 
said he would determine later when 
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and how many deputies would be 
appointed. 

The announcement was made 
following a conference attended by 
the Governor; McKittrick; Maurice 
M. Milligan, United States District 
Attorney in Kansas City; Col. R. L. 
Cochrane, commanding officer of 
Fort Leonard Wood, and Lieut. Col. 
Frank E. Shaw, Judge Advocate 
of the Seventh Corps Area. 

The respective jurisdictions of 
State and Federal authorities in 
the military reservation were dis- 
cussed, but no decision was 
reached. The matter will be studied 
further to ascertain the jurisdic- 
tion of the special deputies. 

Gov. Donnell also announced he

jor league park’ is a serious ef- 
fort made to inform the public 
about doubtful plays. Umpires 
not only make no pretense of 
explaining confusing plays for 
the public, but also frequently 
leave the press box ‘in the dark. 

Recently, for instance, there 
was a confusing incident at 
Sportsman’s Park. There were 
bits of tinfoil on the mound and 
Buck Newsom refused to pitch 
until they were picked up. The 
press box asked the umpire 
about it and he sent word that 
the newspaper men cquid come 
down and find out for them- 
selves, but they'd have to wait 
till after the game and see him 
in the clubhouse. President Will 
Harridge apparently approved 
the umpire’s discourteous atti- 
tude toward the press. That is 
the ‘only construction we can put 
on Harridge’s silence after get- 
ting reports from the umpire 
and a report through Extra In- 
nings. 


Scorer’s Mistake Bad 
Break for Pitcher. 


CCASIONALLY a ball play- 
Q:: suffers by reason of the 

fact that the leagues do not 
ask the umpires to signal on 
doubtful plays. For instance in 
a game at the Polo Grounds on 
Aug. 27 two earned runs were 
charged against Ernie White and 
Johnny Rucker got a stolen base 
because of a play that couldn’t 
be seen from the press box. 
With two out, Rucker tried to 
steal second. Walker Cooper 
made a perfect throw and the 
umpire started to call Rucker 
out and then flattened out his 
hands, indicating the runner was 
safe. The scorer called it a 
stolen base. The next day the 
umpire explained to a baseball 
writer that Marion had dropped 
the ball, after tagging Rucker. 

A home run by Babe Young 
followed the break and because 
it was called a stolen base, the 
two runs were earned. A few 
runs unfairly charged against a 
pitcher, might prevent him from 
leading the league in the earned 
runs averages. 

Why not arrange a group of 
signals for umpires, so that 
they can flash valuable informa- 
tion to the press box? And if 
the trained observers in the 
press box are frequently in the 
dark, consider the cash custo- 
writers, of course, 
have no rights. But there is an 
obligation to the customers. 


Umpires Complete 
With Gestures. 


T would not be a complicated 
code. The umpire could sig- 
nal a dropped throw by hold- 
ing his hands in a catching po- 


crossed at the wrist could in- 
dicate a hit batsman. 

Frequently there is confusion 
at first base on close plays. The 
umpire knows why he makes his 
decision. But from the press box 
it is difficult to determine ex- 
actly what happened. We have 
heard many versions of the 
same play. One observer would 
say the runner beat the throw. 
Another would say the first 
baseman juggled the ball, or that 
he had his foot off the bag, or 
that it was a wide throw. It 
would help if thre umpire sig- 
nalled how he interpreted the 
play, so the official scorer would 
know whether to call it a hit for 
the batter, or an error on the 
throw or the catch.

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“AR TORPEDO HI 
NAZI BATTLESHIP 


10,000-Ton Luetzow 
“Struck Few Weeks Ago 
—Air Chief Claims Drop 
in Sea Losses. 


LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—A Brit- 
ish torpedo plane scored a hit on 
the 10,00U-ton German pocket bat- 
tleship Luetzow a few weeks ago, 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, the Air 
Minister, told a national defense 
luncheon meeting today. He gave 
no details. 


Britain announced June 13, that 

torpedo planes had attacked an 
escorted pocket battieship—either 
the Luetzow or the Admiral Scheer 
—off the southern coast of Norway 
and left it probably heavily dam- 
aged. 
(A third battleship of this type 
the Admiral Graf von Spee— 
was scuttled Dec. 17, 1939, after 
it had been driven by three British 
cruisers into Montevideo, Uruguay, 
after a sea battle.) 

Sinclair told the gathering that 
the battle of the Atlantic “is not 
going too badly for us,” but warned 
it probably would require for 
some time “an immense concentra- 
tion of attention and effort.” 

July Sinkings Low. 

“Sinkings of British ships in 
July,” he said, “were the lowest 
for any month for more than a 
year .. . During the last 10 
weeks the average weekly rate of 
merchandise arriving from over- 
seas exceeded 850,000 tons.” 

He said the “spell of German 
invincibility which paralyzed half 
the world a year ago now has been 
finally broken.” He predicted a 
growing “and more fruitful” co- 
operation between the Royal Air 
Force and the army. 

Sinclair reported coastal com- 
mand planes had attacked 136 U- 
boats in the: last year and “shot 
down more than 30 German air- 
craft” in protecting convoys. 

“The coastal command,” he said, 
“is transforming the battle of the 
Atlantic from a German attack on 
British shipping into a British at- 
tack on German shipping and 
victory in this battle will be the 
turning point toward victory in 
the war.” 

Air War on Reich. 

He said German bomber crews 
would “pay dearly next winter for 
the destruction of British homes, 
and the German people will pay 
more dearly still.” At the same 
time, he warned Britons that they 
must expect air attacks “of great- 
er intensity than any we have yet 
suffered.”

HUNTERS CALLED ON 
TO STEM RAPID — 
RISE IN BIG GAME 


Forest Service Reports Rate of 
Increase Would Double 
Number by 1951. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (AP).— 
The Government may soon be call- 
ing for more and better hunters to 
help halt a comeback by big game 
in the national forests. 

The United States Forest Service 
reported today that a count taken 
last winter of such animals indi- 
cated they were increasing at a 


rate which would double their 
number by 1951 and equal the pres- 
ent human population in number 
by the end of the century. 

While explaining that inadequate 
feed supplies, disease and natural 
competition of the species would 
limit the increase, the service said 
the number of these animals in na- 
tional forests had increased from 
693,000 im 1924 to 2,100,000 in 1941. 

Included in the count, taken at 
a time when the animals were 
concentrated in winter feeding 
areas, were deer, elk, ‘mountain 
lions, black bears, grizzly and 
Alaska brown bears, moose, wild 
boars, bighorns, antelopes, moun- 
tain goats and pecarries. 

The service said they had in- 
creased so rapidly in recent years 
that some forests have overstocked 
despite the fact that hunting is 
permitted during certain periods of 
the year. 

Suggesting the need for more 
hunting in some areas, the service 
said that while deer herds could 
be reduced one-third by hunters 
without decreasing the following 
year’s population, the average 
taken by hunters last year was 
only 7 per cent. , 

“This means,” the service said, 
“that in many places hunting is 
not adequately harvesting the big 
game crop.”

Pelley said Davies had asked 
representatives of oil companies, 
railroads and tank car owners to 
meet with him. 


Some Facilities Lacking. 


In reply to questions by Chair- 
mhan Maloney (Dem.), Connecti- 
cut, of the investigating group, 
' Pelley said an agreement on re- 
duced railroad tank car rates was 
the first thing needed. He con- 
ceded that the oil industry also 
lacked some facilities for loading 
and unloading petroleum products 
from rail cars because tanker 
ships normally were used. 

Maloney, recalling testimony by 
Davies that he Eastern shortage 
was 174,000 barrels a day, asked 
whether 20,000 tank cars could off- 
get this. 
~“Within a week we could have 
@dlid trains of oil moving from 
Louisiana and Texas to the Atlan- 
tic seaboard,” Pelley said, adding 
that these cars could bring 200,000 
barrels daily.

NAZIS REPORT 3853 CIVILIANS 
KILLED IN AIR RAIDS ON REICH 


9455 Injured During Two Years 
of War, Spokesman Says, Cit- 
ing Higher British Figures. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3 (AP). — Air 
raids in two years of war have 
killed 3853 German civilians and 
injured 9455, a spokesman said to- 
day in announcing “approximate- 
ly complete figures.” 

By comparison it was stated that 
in the year before the war 7636 
Germans were killed in traffic ac- 
cidents. 

In the two-year period, the 
spokesman said, the British re- 
ported 41,900 British killed in 
raids and 52,678 injured “despite 
the fact that the Germans try 
to avoid causing civilian casual- 
ties.”

NAZIS DISCLAIM OBLIGATION 
TO FEED RUSSIAN CIVILIANS 


Instead, They Say, International 
Law Sanctions Taking Sup- 
plies from Occupied Areas. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3 (AP).—‘“Under 
no circumstances has Germany un- 
der international law any obliga- 
tion to feed the population” of oc- 
cupied Russian areas,. authorized 
German sources declared today in 
response to a question on how 
such areas are being provisioned. 

These sources said i twas up to 
Britain and “a power having a cer- 
tain influence upon England” to 
permit grain ships for occupied 
Russian areas to reach a Black Sea 
port. 

The German occupying force 
must merely keep order and has 
no duty to release supplies of its 
own to an enemy population, they 
declared. In fact, it even has the 
right to feed its troops from sup- 
plies of occupied areas, they said. 

The fundamental concept of free- 
dom of the seas, they claimed, was 
the right of occupied areas to ob- 
tain provisions from Overseas.

U. S.-Made Craft Returns 
From Assault on. Nazi 
Battleships at Brest With 
Some of Crew Dead. 


LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP). — The 
first of Britain’s big American- 
made fortress bombers to be 
tackled by German. interceptors 
came through a seven-plane assault, 
battered and smoking, some of the 
crew dead and others wounded, 
and returned to Britain, with its 
mission fulfilled. 

The official account of the test 
was made public last night—an 
elaboration of a brief report of the 
dogfight that ensued Aug. 16, when 
one of the winged fortresses car- 
ried out a high altitude bombard- 
ment of the German battleships 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau at 
Brest, France. 

It did not say how many of the 
plane’s créw were killed. 

The Air Ministry news service, 
which carried the account, said 
that the fortress flew at less than 
the “full ceiling,” which is the sub- 
stratosphere at between 30,000 and 
40,000 feet—thus indicating that 
the five Messerschmitt 109Fs and 
two Heinkel 113s were benefited 
by the denser air at the lower alti- 
tude. 

Not many pursuit planes can 
achieve, for operations, the ex- 
treme ceiling of the fortresses. 


Separated From Others. 

“Flying at a great height, but 
not at the fortress’ full ceiling, 
the bomber crossed the channel,” 
said the news. service. 

“Near Brest the bomber was sep- 
arated from the rest of the de- 
tachment . . .

Applause Greets Speeches to Help Russia— 


Largest Number of 


Prisoners Yet Pictured on Screen.

MOSCOW, Sept. 3. 

ITHIN several days the peo- 
W:. of the Soviet Union will 
see in their newsreels the 
greatest collection of prisoners 
shown on Soviet screens since the 
beginning of the war. I have just 
seen a week’s footage brought back 
by a cameraman from the North- 
western, Western and Southwest- 


ern fronts. This uncut footage 
was shown at a newsreel studio 
during the process of cutting and 
editing. : 

Reels for Soviet audiences will 
show almost endless processions 
of German prisoners being 
marched two abreast towards the 
rear. Those Germans represent 
all branches of the army and Lutft- 
waffe, and show infantry, gunners, 
ground crews, tankists, mechanics 
and aviators. These presumably 
were captured on the Western 
front. From the Southwest the 
greatest number among the pris- 
oners are Rumanians. Several 
clips show large gatherings of Ru- 
manian soldiers listening to 
speeches by their countrymen 
which, according to the Russian 
language subtitles, exhort them to 


unite with the Soviet Union in war 
against Germany. Judging by the 
handclapping that greeted these 
speeches, the Rumanians never 
had put their hearts into fighting 
on Germany’s side. 


The fewest prisoners shown were 
captured in the Northwest. These 
are Finns. Only a small group 
are pictured; and they make by 
far the best impression. Unlike 
German prisoners, the Finns ap- 
pear friendly and do not hesitate 
to smile directly at the camera. 


At the same showing | saw the 
two latest issues of newsreels edit- 
ed for American audiences. Un- 
like earlier issues of English lan- 
guage reels made here, these are 
long on action and short on talk. 
Front-line scenes hold _ interest 
from beginning to end. No fight- 
ing is shown, but the reels bring 
the audience the closest it has 
been to warfare on the Russian 
side.

BRITISH CLAIM SUBMARINES 
SANK TWO AXIS SCHOONERS 


Big Merchant Vessel Damaged, 
Shipping Attacked in Bengasi 
Harbor, Admiralty Reports. 
LONDON, Sept. 3 (AP).—British 
submarines, harrying Axis supply 
lines in the Mediterranean, were 


reported in an Admiralty commu- 
nique today to have sunk two large 
schooners in a convoy off the Afri- 
can coast, damaged a large mer- 
chant vessel northwest of Sicily and 
attacked shipping in the harbor 
of Bengasi, Libya. 

Results of attacks on shipping 
in the approaches to Bengasi were 
not specified. 


ROME, Sept. 3 (AP).—The Ital- 
ian High Command reperted to- 
day that Italian forces had made 
a successful attack on British lines 
in Ethiopia. Italian planes, the 
communique said, bombed and ma- 
chine-gunned a column of British 
trucks near the Giarabub oasis in 
Libya. British planes raided Ben- 
gasi and several places on Sicily. 


CAIRO, Sept. 3 (AP).—The Suez 
Canal area was raided last night, 
it was arnounced officially today. 
One person was killed, five were in- 
jured and some damage was done, 
officials said.

@ Were shot while they were 
reviewing a French legion re- 
cently recruited, under Nazi aus- 
pices. The publicly advertised ex- 


planation for the formation of this 
legion is that there are Frenchmen 
burning with the desire to cross Eu- 
rope and fight side by side with 
their Nazi comrades in the holy 
war—holy since June 21, 1941— 
against Bolshevism. The explana- 
tion is almost certainly a fraud. 


For M. Laval is not, and never 
has been, a crusader of any kind. As 
for his desire to fight Bolshevism 
in Russia, the best measure of his 
sincerity is the fact that it was M. 
Laval himself who some years ago 
made the journey to Moscow and 
in the Kremlin negotiated a pact 
with Stalin which was to have be- 
come the basis for restoring the 
military alliance between France 
,and Russia. As for M. Deat, his 
line has been the isolationist-paci- 
fist line, to ask Frenchmen wheth- 
er they were going to be such 
fools as to go and die for Danzig. 
Thus there is something which 
smells queerly when M. Deat now 
gives his blessing to French troops 
about to go and die for Dnieperpe- 
trovsk.

N fact, there must be some rea- 
son other than the advertised 

reason why Laval and Deat were 

reviewing French troops at Ver- 
sailles in Nazi-occupied France. 

What can be the purpose of this 

legion? Certainly not to help Hit- 

ler fight the Russians. On the 

Far Eastern battlefields a handful 

of hastily recruited French troops 

could have no military value what- 
soever. No professional soldier 
would want the trouble of equip- 
ping and commanding alien and 
heterogeneous troops as long as 
he had plenty of men of his own. 


As a means of impressing the 
German. people with the idea that 
Hitler has many allies, this French 
legion has no doubt a certain 
propaganda value. But since that 
effect can be achieved merely by 
parading some of these troops in 
Germany, one is bound to ask 
whether these troops have in real-

War is an unpleasant business; 


preparation for war, from the eco- 


nomic point of view and especially from the point of view. of the 


young man with his way to make in this highly competitive wérid, 


is a waste of time—unless he can see its necessity, unless he can 
be made to perceive that his way of life and all the opportunities it 
affords him, all indeed that he holds dear, is truly endangered. 


This fact is at the root of all 
the present troubles with the mo- 
rale of the United States army, or 
rather, the morale of the citizen- 


soldiers thereof. There is nothing 
the matter with the morale of the 
regulars. They are in the army 
because they wanted to be; many 
of them hope to make it a career. 
Opportunities for advancement to 
high noncommission@d rank, or to 
warrant grades recently made far 
more attractive and attainable, are 
open to them. The morale diffi- 
culty centers entirely upon the 
temporary components of the army 
— the National Guardsmen, the 
drafted men, the reserve officers. 

They want to know why their 
civilian careers, their march to- 
ward the future upon which their 
welfare and that of their families 
depends, has been interrupted. And 
they have not been told. 

The: trumpet has given an un- 
certain sound: Indeed, a whole se- 
ries of uncertain sounds. There is 
consequent reluctance on the part 
of many to prepare themselves to 
the battle. It is understandable. It 
is inevitable. The cure is unques- 
tionably an improvement in the 
trumpeting. 


Many Trumpeters. 

This is something in which we 
can all take a hand, for in a sense 
we are all responsible for the trum- 
peting. There is no one trumpeter. 
The President, the Congress, the 
administration, the officers of the 


dio, the movies, the ordinary citi- 
zen in his daily conversation and 
daily correspondence—all do a cer- 
tain amount, more or less, of the 
national trumpeting on the vital 
issues of the hour. 

We all have to remember that 
the American youth desires to 
think that he is going somewhere;

Magazine, photographs credited to your 
paper were reproduced showing what 
the smoke nuisance was doing to St. 
Louis. In January, 1941, the same mag- 
azine showed the improvement made as 
the result of the campaign in which you 
engaged. 

Our City, of Vancouver has a smoke 
nuisance, due, I think, quite largely to 
refuse burning by sawmills, one of our 
staple industries: Our scenery is our 
major asset, and smoke, combining with 
sea mist, hides it. 

I have in mind calling the attention of 
our Mayor and City Council to the Life 
articles, with the hope of securing action, 
and 1 wonder whether? you have readily 
available any information as to the bene- 
fits that smoke control has brought to St. 
Louis that I could also use. I judge that 
the saving to structures of buildings, 
etc., must be enormous. 

Anything that you can let me have to 
make a case that will insure attention 
from our City Council will be appreciat- 
ed. I may say that I am not representing 
anyone but myself in the matter; I am 
playing a lone hand so far.

BIG JOB FOR THE MAYOR. 

Two weeks from today St. Louis will be reading 
the returns from its special election 6n the two pend- 
ing City Charter amendments. 

Two weeks from today either we will have estab- 
lished a merit system in our basic municipal law or 
we will have taken our stand on the side of spoils 
politics, waste and inefficiency. 

How can St. Louis protect itself against the possi- 
bility of the second alternative, if a decision so back- 
ward can be described as an alternative? 

The answer is simple. We ca protect ourselves 
against possible defeat of the merit system amend- 
ment by going to the polls in such numbers Sept. 16 
that the merit system will roll up a majority large 
enough to offset all the knifing of the ward heelers. 

But how can we be certain that there will be this 
outpouring of independent voters—voters who care 
little or nothing about party labels, voters who have 
no interest in party machines, voters who want their 
city government to be clean and honest and run 
on a fair and equitable basis? 

The answer to this second question is more easily 
stated than it is transformed into reality. There will 
be this outpouring of independent voters only if the 
independent voters are aroused. The job-hungry 
politicians of both parties will be snowed under 
only if the rank and file of St. Louis are made to 
realize what is at stake. 

The man toe bring them to this realization, the man 
to win the merit system election for the city, in 
short, is Mayor William Dee Becker. He can wake 
up the people. He can make them see the urgency, 
more than that the necessity, of voting. 

It is announced today that the Mayor will make “at 
least two radio addresses in the next two weeks as 
part of his active campaign for adoption of the 
amendment.” 

Two radio addresses alone will not do it. Mr. 
Becker will have to do more to arouse voters in mid- 
September than he can do in taking to the air twice. 
If he is to see his mayoral campaign pledge of last 
spring transformed into reality, the Mayor will have 
to roll up his sleeves and wade into the fight with 
both arms swinging. He will have to make adoption 
of this amendment first order of business for the 
next two weeks. : 

There is literally no end to the information which 
the Mayor and his associates can present to the 
voters of St. Louis. They can tell how costly the 
spoils system is. They can tell how it slows down 
the work of the municipal departments. They can 
tell how it makes political workers out of persons 


| who should have no political favors to distribute. 


They can talk in terms of specific cases, specific 
departments, specific costs. They can measure spoils 
politics in both dollars and cents and impaired 
services. : 

Two weeks from today—? 

The answer will be determined largely by the 
extent to which Mayor Becker takes up arms against 
the spoilsmen who are eating at democracy’s vitals 
here in St. Louis.

It is impossible to widen overnight Highway 66 
through the hills and valleys of the Missouri Ozarks 
in the vicinity of Waynesville and Fort Leonard 
Wood. There are two other things, however, which 
cah be done immediately to halt the terrific in- 
crease in fatal automobile accidents in that area. 

First, through traffic from St. Louis to Joplin can 
be diverted at Rolla, south on U. 8S. 63 to Cabool and 
thence west on U. 8. 60 to Springfield. This route 
adds about 25 miles to the distance but the time

is more than* made up in faster, infinitely safer. 


travel. With U. 8S. 66 congested as it now is from 
Rolla to Lebanon, it frequently takes “three hills” 
to pass a truck. The answer to roadside businesses 
on No. 66 which may oppose temporary rerouting is 
that life and limb take precedence over profit. 
Second, the State of Missouri can éxpand the High- 
way Patrol on No. 66 and require the rigid enforce- 
ment of traffic regulations. Many of the accidents 
occur when drivers, losing patience after following 
trucks over several hills, finaily take a chance and 
attempt to pass where they cannot see safely ahead. 
Traffic at the Fort Leonard Wood “Y” near 
Waynesville has increased some sevenfold. If the 
Highway Department will divert through traffic and 
the State Patrol will see that the highway regula- 
tions are lived up to, many lives will be saved. 
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NAZI PROPAGANDA IN EIRE. 

German propaganda, a correspondent reports, is 
being used in an attempt to stir up anti-American 
feeling in Eire. The Nazis are trying to make cap- 
ital of such irritants as our refusal to send Lire 
arms, which are badly needed elsewhere, and are 
supplementing them with inventions of their own. 
They are saying, for instance, that the United 
States will receive bases in Northern Ireland and 
then occupy the Irish Free State as a defensive out- 
post for the Western Hemisphere. 

The Berlin Ministry of Propaganda has taken 
on a Herculean task in this venture. There is no 
other nation or people in the world with as warm 
an affection for the United States as Ireland and 
the Irish. America has been a haven fér so many 
from the Emerald Isle, including Eamon de Valera 
himself, when he was exiled after the World War, 
that it is often said the Irish Prime Migister has

The Nazis have a big 
job on their hands, not to say an impossible one, 
when they try to maké the Irish dislike their second 
home. 
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ARGENTINA FALLS IN LINE. 

Argentina’s recent decision to control export of 
strategic war materials virtually completes the effort 
to cut off the resources of the Western Hemisphere 
from the Axis. The effect of the decree is to bar 
Germany from a major source of tungsten, vital in 
the munitions industry, as well as to deny it Argen- 
tina’s beryl, mica, iron, copper and manganese. 

All the South American countries, except Chile 
and Colombia, are now committed to keeping their 
mineral resources out of the hands of the Axis. Co- 
lombia, however, is not an important source for 
such materials, and negotiations are under way 
with Chile for the right to buy its complete produc- 
tion of copper, mercury, cobalt, manganese and 
molybdenum. . 

The decision of Argentina to lend its support to. 
this anti-Axis plan, at the risk of post-war discrim- 
ination against its markets if Hitler were to win, is 
an important step in hemispheric unity. Argentina, 
always jealous of its position as leader of the south- 
ern republics, has been the most stand-offish of all 
of them toward our efforts to unite this hemisphere 
against the dictator nations. 

This last step toward closer Pan-American co-op- 
eration should be an important one. Argentina has 
strong influence in the South. Its increasing willing- 


will help to bind all the Americas much closer to- 
gether. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S SONS IN THE DEFENSE FORCES. 

There is one thing which President Roosevelt could 
do forthwith to improve morale in the country. He 
could, as Commander in Chief, give orders which 
would establish his several sons who are in the 
defense forces in inconspicuous places and then keep 
them there. 

Capt. James Roosevelt, the President’s eldest, son, 
has just been assigned to the staff of Col. William 
J. Donovan, Co-ordinator of Information. Presum- 
ably, this will not require him to fly to Egypt or 
Greece or to visit any more old world Kings. Oapt. 
Elliott Roosevelt has been much in the news of 
late, one of the latest dispatches being a report from 
the United States Embassy in London which said 
that he had “checked out with us.” 

When Capt. Elliott Roosevelt arid Ensign Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Jr. showed up on the photographs of the 
historic meeting of American and British leaders at 
sea, the President explained it as a remarkable “‘co- 
incidence.” Grant that the appearance of the two 
sons in the region was a “coincidence.” But mere 
coincidence didnot make it urgent that the sons be 
conspicuous at a conference of the heads of the 
American and British governments and their mili- 
tary and naval commanders. 

Writing in the Ladies’ Home Journal, Eleanor 
} Roosevelt explains this prominence of the sons by 
saying that they have their own way to make in the 
world. This is true. But they should make their 
own way. When they enter the armed forces they 
should be as other young men who have enrolled. 
Far too many Americans have the feeling, rightly 
or wrongly, that the Roosevelt sons go where they 
go and do what they do because they are the sons 
of the President of the United States. 
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IT’S WAR ALL RIGHT! 

In spite of the draft and priorities, in spite of high 
taxes and high prices, it has been pretty hard for 
some of us to realize that the world is at war. But 
we are fully aware of it now. No four-minute spell- 
binder, no 1917 hate-film could make us more con- 
scious of it. We have just riffled through the new 
Vogue. We have just had a glimpse of what the 
ladies, the dear, sweet things, are going to wear this 
fall,

turn to pages 562 and 53. How could any woman 
think of going back to those black, slinky, silky eve- 
ning gowns—perfect 1914 down to the slit skirt and 
the black stockings?

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MIDWESTERN CAUCASUS. 

In 1940, recent figures state, Illinois produced 
146,788,000 barrels of oil. 

How much is that? Well, Hitler’s armies are fight- 
ing and dying to win, among other booty, the Cau- 
casus, fabled petroleum Golconda of the Near East, 
and it produces only about one-quarter more oil than 
Illinois. All the ofl in land already under Hitler’s 
yoke—Rumania, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, occupied 
France, Austria, Hungary—plus Germany's own pro- 
duction—totals about 332,000 barrels a day, much 
less than our neighbor state’s 350,000 daily output. 

As for the Dutch Bast Indies, whose wells Japan 
has looked on and found good, their production is 
about 60,000,000 barrels yearly, a fraction of Iilt- 
nois’ production. 

Of course, other states have an even greater pro- 
duction—three, to be exact. First is Texas, which, 
in 1939, produced about 484,527,000 barrels of oil. 
That was 100,000,000 more barrels than all Russia, 
Rumania, Persia and the Dutch East Indies together 
produced. It was, indeed, more than half as much 
as that produced by all the world exclusive of the 
United States. | 

California and Oklahoma are the other two states 
ahead of Illinois in this field. In 1939, they produced 
224,364,000 barrels and 160,072,000 barrels respective- 
ly. They, with Texas, produced more oil that did 
all the rest of the world outside our country. 

Illinois is, nevertheless bubbling with the precious 
stuff. The St. Louis. Chamber of Commerce esti- 
mates that about $240,000,000 in cash flows into 
Illinois annually to pay for the oil that flows out. 


That's why it’s called “black gold.”

Washington’s New “Contact Man” 


Defense emergency has produced a new type of agent who acts 


as a two-way channel between business and Government, writer 
says; small manufacturers not familiar with workings of bureaus 


and departments need such a representative to obtain contracts.

@ GOOD many stories are likely to ap- 
pear in the press concerning a new 
type of contact between businessmen 

and their government. The New York 

Times has already devoted space to the 

new Washington “contact man” who has 

emerged from the defense effort. The “con- 
tact man” is a two-way channel. He is fa- 
miljar with the defense program and widely 
acquainted with officialdom, including the 
OPM. He knows his way around contem- 
porary Washington, which is in itself no 
small achievement, considering the confu- 
sion that reigns there. He takes on for 
manufacturers, chiefly small manufactur- 
ers, the job of connecting them with op- 
portunities for government business. He 
helps sell his clients and their products to 
the appropriate bureau or department, 

And in the process, he helps the Govern- 

ment by bringing to its attention those 

manufacturers who can make the kinds of 
things it needs. 

A manufacturer of, say, a variety of 
small metal products for civilian use has 
trouble getting materials. He is in desper- 
ate need of orders from the Government 
to make something sufficiently like his 
normal product to keep his plant going 
while the emergency lasts. He retains a 
Washington , “contact man” who hunts 
around and finds something in the shape 
of a potential contract. The “contact man” 
then helps to negotiate the contract. 

Payment for this service presents a new 
problem in ethics and business practice. 
It may take the form of a commission on 
the amount of the contract. The rate of 
commission is not standardized. Occasion- 
ally a fee of even 5 per cent runs the com- 
pensation into five figures. Before long we 
shall probably be hearing a’ lot more about 
such fees, and there may be cases where 
the compensation will look excessive, to 
put it mildly. 

* . . 

But before we get all. hot and bothered 
let us look around a bit.’ To begin with, 
the problem seems to be largely related 
to the plight of the small manufacturer. 
The big firms almost invariably maintain 
an office in Washington staffed by salaried 
full-time employes. These employes, fa- 
miliar with all Government ters affect- 
ing their companies’ busin keep the 
home office informed and the Government 
informed. Usually few serious questions 
arise about these men because they work 
on a salary, because their business con- 
nection is a single one which is well known 
and because they don’t attempt unusual 
methods of. persuasion. 

The small manufacturer can’t afford the 
luxury of a permanent Washington repre- 
sentative, and if he tries to do the job 
himself he encounters great difficulties. 
The crowds around the departments and 
bureaus are thick; long forms must be 


| filled out; and sometimes the small busi- 


nessman sees the wrong people. All this 
makes him seek a more direct approach. 

So he makes use of the “contact man,” 
hoping thereby to get, and often getting, 
part of the time of a sufficiently able rep- 
resentative. What complicates this rela- 
tionship is that the “contact man’s” com- 
pensation is not fixed according to a 
known and accepted scale and that it is 
hard to make his connections clear. These

temporary nature of the work and 


pressing necessities that lie behind it are 
conditions which may invite abuses. 

But that does not mean that the “con- 
tact man” cannot have a legitimate func- 
tion to pertsrm. Nor r-- ‘ndards of con- 
duct and of pay impossible to formulate. 

Government can help by setting up ef- 
fective means of registering and identify- 
ing “contact men.” It can also help by 
providing more adequate means of guiding 
people among the labyrinths of its own 
activities. Undersecretary Robert P. Pxt- 
terson-some weeks ago called attention to 
the problem of “contact men.” He said 
that he could see no way of correcting 
wrong practices except by investigating 
every complaint, by invoking the law 
where an abuse is uncovered and by con- 
stantly reminding bidders of two facts: 
that it is dangerous to accept the services 
of people who suggest that they have “in- 
fluence” in awarding contracts, and that 
it is illegal to obtain contracts that way. 

* “ . 


Needless to say, business organizations 
ought to give careful thought to the prob- 
lems the work of the “contact man” pre- 
sents. This is true even of those national 
Organizations of large businesses whose 
members would be unlikely to employ 
“contact men,” because it is easy to pre- 
dict that business generally will be ad- 
versely affected by the public reaction to 
individual instances of wrongdoing. Na- 
tional organizations might form commit- 
tees on the problem and devote some part 
of their fall and winter conventions to it. 
Out of the discussions, the beginnings of 
a code of fair practice may come. 

Finally, the manufacturers who find it 
necessary to use “contact men” might well 
exercise caution themselves. Those famil- 
iar with politics know that many a time 
tragic injury has resulted from the inno- 
cent mistakes of people unfamiliar with 
Government and politics. Washington has 
always had its proportion of hangers-on 
who have sold influence that they never 
possessed and who, by their conduct, have 
cast a shadow over completely legitimate 
claims. There is the story of the busi- 
nessman who wanted a copy of a pending 
bill and paid $100 to get what was his for 
the asking. The defense effort is bring- 
ing manufacturers into Washington who 
have had no experience in dealing with 
officialdom, It important for them to 
remember that innocence is no protection. 

There is no need for legislation. In the 
first place, no really sound legislation has 
ever been devised to eliminate the abuses 
of legislative lobbying, a much older prac- 
tice than what we are considering here.- In 
the second place, all matters of contacts 
and pressures are matters in which the 
real cure is the integrity of the people 
concerned. No law can make the weak 
strong or the corrupt clean. —

another winter in London, this 
great old lady answered: “I 
shouldn’t like anyone to say that 
the widow-.of a wartime Prime 
Minister had moved away from 
danger.” 

That's the spirit of Lady Astor, 
as described by one of her serv- 
ants: “My lady made us all join 
her in prayer when onegbomb blew 
in the front door, ther the 
back of the house and a third 
threw an automobile onto the roof. 
Then the Germans began to drop 
fire bombs. My lady sprang’ to 
her feet. “Where in the hell is the 
fire bucket?” she cried, one second 


the roof.” 


Boys 10 and 12 years old climb 
the roofs to throw down incendiary 
bombs. That’s the spirit of Brit- 
ain, 


I thought after the collapse of 
France that Britain would be beat- 
en. I found no one in Britain to 
whom this idea was not wholly 
novel. No one apparently ever 
envisaged the possibility of de- 
feat. In that hour when France 
collapsed, Americans felt panic, 
but not the British. One servant’s 
comment to a friend of mine was 
typical apparently of the reaction 
of all Britons. “Improving, on 
the whole,” she said. “At least, 
there’s no one left to let us down.” 

The people of Britain today 
know nothing of soul-searching, in- 
decision and doubt. To them the 
problems have become simple, 
starkly simple. England expects 
that every man will do his duty. 
It’s that simple. 


The people with whom I talkéd 
have made their peace with death 
and have forgotten any financial 
worries for the future. Everyone 
must behave well. Everyone does. 
My own friends, without excep- 
tion, looked in better health and 
happier than when I had seen them 
before the war. People have 
found a new courage and a new 
dignity. Nothing can crush that 
kind of morale, 


What American Aid Means. 


That morale has convinced the 
Germans that an invasion of Brit- 
ain is too risky. Add to it two 
facts: American planes, tanks, 
arms and foodstuffs are reaching 
Britain in quantities. American 
warships are escorting supplies to 
Iceland, and the sinkings have 
fallen off abruptly. Those two 
things mean much to morale. 

Unless the Germans can stop 
the supplies and force Washington 
to recall the warships, the people 
of Britain can stand anything the 
Germans bring against them this 
winter—bombings, gas or invasion. 
The British cannot take the of- 
fensive in the immediate future 
without American manpower, in 
my opinion, but they cannot be 
beaten by Germany unless Ameri- 
can aid is stopped. 


Finally, there is the promise of 
the future to be seen in England 
today. One’s train comes into the 
ruins of a railway station. Peo- 
ple have laid out fish or newspa- 
pers or other wares on burnt tim- 
bers placed across piles of bricks. 
They are trying to carry on. Sud- 
denly there is the drone of motors, 
then the roar. Here they come— 
bombers—10, 30, 50 bombers. And 


‘above and beyond them is the 


whine of fighter aircraft, too high 
to be seen. The people’s faces 
brighten. The Royal Air Force is 
on a daylight sweep across the 
channel to Germany. 

Twice when I watched this scene 
the people standing in the rail- 
way station ruins lifted a cheer— 
the kind of cheer that roared from 
the throats of peace-loving but 
hard-fighting English folks at

SEASON WITH MYSTERY 


Gen. Johnson — 


What’s Wrong in In- 
dustrial Mobiliza- 
tion Shown in Gas- 
oline Mixup. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 

HIS mix-up in handling the 

Eastern gasoline situation is u 

perfect illustration of what is 
the matter with the overhead con- 
trol of industrial mobilization for 
most effective national defense pro- 
duction, 


In the first place, it is not a gaso- 
line shortage at all. It is a trans- 
portation shortage. In the second 
place, it is becoming daily more 
certain that it could have been 
entirely avoided by a combination 
of close control and co-ordination 
of priorities planning in actual sup- 
ply of a material necessity of daily 
living with a priorities control of 
transportation. 


They acted without effective con- 
sultation. The right hand knew 
not what the left hand was doing. 

It is now plain by the simple ex- 
pedient of using tank cars and by 
some mild adjustment of the very 
slight increase in cost, there need 
not have been any upset in the sup- 
ply of Eastern requirements what- 
ever. It is equally plain that there 
were several other ways, as, for 
example, barges to relieve the 
shortage—if they had been planned 
and prepared for in time, 


You can paste it in your hat 
and put it in your pipe that these 
things go together like fingers in 
a glove in industrial mobilization 
—price control, material control 
and rationing, power control and 
transportation control. They must 
sit at the same table and play the 
same game. A long step in that 
direction was made in the recent 
presidential reorganization of 
OPM but even in that new set- 
up, transportation control wasn’t 
given chips in the game. 
work that way. 


Let me illustrate by a particu- 
lar example. In early 1918, we 
decided to make the complicated 
recoil device or “recuperator” of 
the French 75 mm. gun. A good 
many people, including the French, 
felt that our industry couldn’t do 
such delicate work. The War In- 
dustries Board was sure that our 
experts in automobile production 
could do it if they so determined. 
Mr. Baruch called on one of the 
best of them. The old ex-black- 
smith was damned if he was going 
to take any orders from a pale- 
faced Wall street operator. So 
he swore artistically. 

“Go on blank-blank you,” said 
B. M. B., “I speak your language, 
but just excuse me a minute while 
I put in a telephone call.” The 
call was to Secretary McAdoo who 
was Director General of Railroads. 
B. M.’s end of the conversation 
was: “Mac, we're having a little 
difficulty with John So and So 
about making those recuperators.

Could you ar- 
range that, beginning right now, 
John doesn’t get any transportation 
in and out of any of his plants?” 

The reply was apparently satis- 
factory for the conversation 
closed. Baruch had no control 
over McAdoo. They were just 
collaborating. 

“You don’t really mean that,” 
said John. “What do you think?” 
replied Mr. Baruch. 

To make a long story short, 
John became the best source of 
that production in the world and 
between him and Mr. Baruch grew 
a two-man mutual admiration so- 
ciety that ended only with the 
former’s death. 

I could multiply this historical 
example. Its only point is to show 
that all these controls must work 
together, that on the example of 
the eastern gaSoline nonsense, they 
are not doing so now, that what 
it takes to produce that result is 
not hifalutin organization charts, 
but men of good will and high 
caliber, determined to work to- 
gether for the common good. 

Do we have that? I frankly ad- 
mit that I do not know. I am 
willing to wait and see and, in the 
meantime, to support the new re- 
organization until I can see.

Adopted by 
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Board Committee 


Legal Test of Its Validity to Be Made — Like 
. Bill That Failed in Last | 
Legislature. 


-A pension plan for employes of 
St. Louis schools was approved last 
night by the Pension Committee 
of the Board of Education. 

Details of the plan, which was 
described by Committee Chairman 
John A, Fieischli as similar in 
scope to the pension bill which 
failed of passage during the recent 
session of the Legislature, are be- 
ing withheld by the committee un- 
til it has been presented to the en- 
tire board for study and changes. 

The plan will provide for annual 
pensions ranging from $720 to 
$1000, as did the Senate bill after 
amendments, and for compulsory 
retirement at the age of 70 and vol- 
untary retirement at 65, Fleischli 
said, 

Equal contributions to the retire- 
ment fund, as in the other plan, 
would be made by employes and 
the Board of Education. The plan 
would be administered by the 
board as one of its rules. 

Arrangements for Passage. 

A special meeting of the com- 
mittee will be called later this 
month at which board members 
may suggest changes in the pro- 
posed plan. If agreement is 
reached at that time, Fileischli 
added, the measure will be intro- 
duced in the October meeting of 
the board and can be passed at the 
November meeting. This would 
permit the plan to become effec- 
tive during February. : 

The plan was drawn at the com- 
mittee’s request by Emmet T. Car- 
ter, attorney for the board, who 
said there was some question as to 
whether it could legally be placed 
in operation. He and Fleischii 
said a suit to test the plan’s val- 
idity would be brought before it 
was put in operation. 

Teachers had agreed to the plan 
in principle, Fleischli added, and 


the proposed system would accom- 
plish the retirement of over-age 
teachers as well as the bill which 
was defeated. 

A weakness of the plan is that 
it would be operated as a board 
rule which could be changed by 
subsequent boards, Fleischli said, 
but “we can’t see any other way 
we can place a retirement system 
into effect until the Legislature 
meets again.” 

Health Pian Laid Over. 

The Instruction Committee of 
the board laid over for future 
action a proposal to co-ordinate 
school health services with func- 
tions of. the city Health Depart- 
ment. Fleischli reported that that 
city department was not interested 
in taking over the school system’s 
work at the department’s cost and 
that no saving could be effected 
by the system by turning over 
its $139,000 health service to the 
city department. 5 

In Harmony With Anderson. 

The committee’s meeting with 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Homer G. Anderson, in contrast 
to that of a week ago when mem- 
bers rejected his recommendations 
on school personnel, was harmoni- 
ous and all his recommendations 
were approved. 

Carter was instructed by the 
Supplies Committee. to determine 
why smokeless fuel had not been 
delivered to the schools in ac- 
cordance with contract terms. Sup- 
ply Commissioner James J. Lee 
reported to the committee that 
only 1600 tons had been delivered 
by Sept. 1. The contract provided 
for the delivery of 6000 tons by 
that time.

of New Defense Projects. 


Enrollment in the St. Louis pub- 
lic schools yesterday was 87,466, 
or 3461 less than last year, but in 
the county the indications were 


show an increase because of the 
influx of families of workers on 
defense projects in or near the 
county. 

In the city, the registration at 
the two public teachers’ colleges, 
Harris for white and Stowe for 
Negro teachers, fell from 678 last 
year to 635 this year; high school 
enrollment dropped from 21,933 last 
year to 20,845; at the technical high 
schools, from 3085 to 2482, and in 
the elementary schools, from 65,231 
to 63,504. 

A drop in the high school regis- 
tration was anticipated because of 
the number of youths leaving 
school to take jobs in defense pro- 
duction, but the accompanying de 
cline in elementary school enroll- 
ment was unexpected. School of- 
ficials were of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the latter total would 
be boosted when more families 
move into the city as new defense 
plants within the city limits are 
completed. 

It was expected also that the 
totals for St. Louis would be in- 
creased somewhat by additional 
registrations during the balance of 
the week. The enrollment figures 
for St. Louis County are not avail- 
able because a number of large 
schools will not open until Monday 
—Clayton, Webster Groves, Uni- 
versity City, Maplewood and Jen- 
nings. Kirkwood opened its schools 
today. 

R. D. Shouse, principal of Nor- 
mandy High School, located in a 
district that houses new workers 
at the small arms ammunition 
plant in Northwest St. Louis and 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, reported 
that the registration last year of 
2100 students probably would reach 
2400 this year. 

A decrease of 4 per cent In the 
number of pupils in East St. Louis 
public schools, as determined by 
the first day’s enrollment yester- 
day, was reported by Superintend- 
ent of Schools D. W. Potts.

Mrs. Marie M. Tucker, 39 years 
old, booked as suspected of mur- 
der, told authorities today she was 
not guilty of the fatal stabbing of 
her husband Maj.

nothing uncertain about the sound- 
ing of their particular trumpet: 
Adna Chaffee (may he rest in 
peace, his work well done) saw to 
that from the beginning, and the 
battle call he sounded still rings 
in the ears. of those whom he 
leads now only in spirit. . 

Nor have there been complaints 
about the morale of the air corps; 
they likewise feel that in their 
hand the future lies. 

The trouble is almost wholly in 
the infantry divisions, especially 
the National Guard divisions, and 
in units of corps, army and G. H. 
Q. reserve troops and in the ad- 
ministrative units which compose 
the. vast, essential but somewhat 
uninspiring “overhead” of the 
army. 

Even with these, low morale is 
spotty rather than universal. In 
every large command where there 
is a tendency to low morale, com- 
panies or battalions or regiments 
may be discovered where morale 
is high—due to good trumpeting, 
that is, to good competent inspir- 
ing leadership on the part of com- 
manders who know their business. 
There will be a general tendency 
to improvement in morale in pro- 
portion as the incompetent leaders 
are weeded out, as National Guard 
and reserve officers begin to learn 
their jobs, as non-commissioned 
officers, in particular, begin to ac- 
quire from experience and proper 
instruction the delicate art of 
handling men. 


Equipment a Factor. 


Morale may likewise be expected 
to improve with the arrival in 
the hands of units of new equip- 
ment. The infantryman who sees 
nothing but rifles and a few ma- 
chine guns may feel that his unit 
is being trained in the warfare of 
a day long past, that it would be 
helpless in the field. & 

When he begins to see anti-tank 
guns, mortars, tank mines, increased 
allowances of automatic Weapons; 
when he begins to receive an ade- 
quate allowance of ammunition for 
range and field practices; when he 
begins to be instructed, not in cal- 
isthenics and close-order drill, but 
in the field problems of modern 
infantry, in close co-operation with 
artillery, armored troops and air- 
craft, he will begin’ to think of 
his unit as an essential part of a 
great military team; he will real- 
ize that he is accomplishing some- 
thing worthwhile, that without him 
and his comrades that team could 
not function. His morale will im- 
prove immensely in the process. 

But ‘in the last analysis, every 
soldier, regular or citizen soldier, 
must be made to feel likewise that 
the work of the army is necessary 
to the nation’s welfare and that 
the people back home are proud 
of their army and of him indi- 
vidually. 

While there continues to exist in 
the public mind a division of opin- 
ion upon the extent and nature of 
the world crisis and of the relation 
thereto of the United States, so 
long will be the soldier view with 
divided opinion the necessity for 
his service. So long will the sound 
of the trumpet remain uncertain. 


Home Front Vital. 


Better leadership, better train- 
ing will tend toward improvement 
of morale, toward that pride of 
service and comradeship in arms 
which grow out of loyalty to 
trusted leaders and to comrades 
in a team confident of its own 
worth. But behind this must lie 
another pride, the pride of the na- 
tion in those chosen to bear an 
active part in its defense, the 
keepers of its gate, the watchman 
of its safety. On the home front 
as well as in the field, the trum- 
pets must not give forth uncer- 
tain sounds. 

It is therefore not enough to 
hope that time and material im- 
provements will cure al] the army’s 
ills. Of course every new job 
undertaken has its period of initial 
enthusiasm, followed by a period 
of reaction and letdown as the task 
becomes more familiar and hard 
work takes the edge from novelty. 
But that ought to be followed by 
an ificreasing pride in accomplish- 
ment, in the development of team- 
work from squad to division, sup- 
ported always by the confidencé 
and encouragement of a grateful 
people. We have talked long 
enough about injustice and incom- 
petence and broken faith. Let us 
rather give our thoughts to the 
darkness of the future for the 
struggle both materially and mor- 
ally, both in hand and heart. 

Let our trumpets ring out clear 
and true and certain, the trumpets 
of a united people who have 
sworn no truce with tyrants—or 
with fear. Such an America will 
have no cause for anxiety as to 
the morale of its soldiers.

LIQUOR LICENSES REVOKED 
1'N 28 PCT. OF CASES HEARD 


This Is Record of Commissioner 
Bader for First Month 
in Office, 

Excise Commissioner Arthur H. 
Bader revoked liquor licenses in 28 
per cent of the cases heard during 
August, his first month in office, 
it was shown by a report issued 
today. 

Bader heard 46 cases in which 
saloon owners were ordered to 
show why their licenses should 
not be revoked for alleged liquor 
law violations. In 13 cases, license 
revocations were ordered, in 11 
cases licenses were suspended from 
three to 10 days; 10 cases were dis- 
missed and 12 others await final 
disposition. 

Phelim O’Toole, Bader’s prede- 
cessor, from Sept. 2, 1940, to July 
24, 1941, revoked 51 licenses out 
of 583 cases heard, an average of 
087 per cent, while Lawrence Mc- 
Daniel, during his last year as 
Excise Commissioner, revoked 34 
licenses out of 413 cases heard for 
an average of .082 in revocations.

“A doctor's wife certainly doesn’t get 
much medical attention from her husband, does ashe?”

other medical and dental wives. 
For doctors realize that a large 
part of human ailments is of a 
mental or psychological sort. 
Fear, worry and uncertainty dis- 
turb the patients more than do 
actual disease. Annette’s husband 
knows what the average medical 
graduate is taught. We were told 
in our medical courses that “85 
per cent of your patients will get 
well in spite of what you may do 
for them.” It was said facetiously, 
of course, but the 85 per cent 
statement is probably close to the 
truth. The greatest contributions of medicine to modern heaith 
and happiness fall chiefly under the headings of prophylaxis, 
including vaccination, and surgery, which should properly in- 

clude blood transfusions.

MODEEN PHYSICIANS realize that most of the drugs we 
employ are largely for their psychological effect. We can 
deaden pain with various medicines, but nature does the cur- 
ing. If you have a sprain, nature cures you. If it is a frac- 
ture, we straighten the pieces, and immobilize them with a 
cast, but nature makes them grow together. The first rule of 
medical treatment in almost all ailments is contained in the 
z£njunction: “Rest in bed and push fluids.”/ The latter include 
tea and coffee, milk and other non-alcoholic liquids. Modern 
medi¢ine has no drug which will cure diabetes, tuberculosis, 
typhoid, or even measles and chicken pox. We do have chem- 
icals which will offset diabetes to a large extent, as in the 
case of insulin.

I AM NOT trying to disabuse your minds regarding the 
great worth of modern medicine, but it is time the layman got 
some facts so that he can relieve his needless worries and 
realize that his body cures itself. We physicians are chiefly 
guides who point you in the right direction in your quest for 
health, but we cannot carry you there. Even our medicines 
can’t do so, though they may enable your body to put up a 
better battle. In certain cases, as by blood transfusions and 
emergency surgery, we can claim to-have dramatically stopped 
your rapid descent toward the Valley of the Shadow, but your 
own bodily resistance must take you back up to the Plateau 


of Health.

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“Invisible Glass” Pioneer 


By Adelaide Kerr 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Sept. 2. 
OME day your eyeglasses may 
be invisible on your face, Some 
day your doctor may discover 
cause and cure of a baffling ail- 
ment by measuring your corpuscle 
thickness with a color scale, 

If those twentieth century “mir- 
acles” do come true, their roots 
will reach back to a Schenectady 
science laboratory and a crisp lit- 
tle spinster—Dr. Katharine Blodg- 


ett—one of the world’s few big- 


shot women scientists. 

Two years ago, Katharine Blodg- 
ett burst into print as the discov- 
erer of “invisible glass.” She had 
learned that a certain coating, ap- 
plied to both sides of glass, extin- 


The reason is this: The coating 
splits the light into two rays—one 


_ reflected from above the coating, 


the other from underneath it. So 
they get out of step, interfere with 
each other, and no light is reflect- 
ed. Nearly 99 per cent ofthe light 
passes through the coated glass in- 
stead of the 92 per cent transmit- 
ted through ordinary glass, and it 
thus becomes truly transparent. 
Clock face covers made of it dis- 
appear from view. 

The only trouble with Dr. Blodg- 
ett's. coating is that it is soft and 
can be wiped off. Other scientists 
have carried the experimentation 
further and emerged with harder 
coating. | 

“But as far as I know,” Dr. 
Blodgett says, “there isn’t one yet 
which can’t be dislodged. However, 
the non-reflecting glass we have 
can be used for lenses sealed inside 
instruments, such as microscopes, 
periscopes and cameras.” 

Dr. Blodgett carried her discov-

ery into a bacind phase. She built 
up her film layers on lead glass in- 
stead of the ordinary variety and 
found that various numbers of lay- 
ers produced different colors, s0 
long as the range of their thickness 
was between 2 and 30 millionths of 
an inch,

For instance, 30 layers (each a 
ten-millionth of an inch thick) pro- 
duced yellow; 40 blue, etc. 

“To me this is the most interest- 


ing part of the experiment,” she. 


says. “The thickness of body tis- 
ues lies in this range of 2 to 30 
millionths of an inch, so the color 
gauges we werked out with the 
layers of film can be used to meas- 
urs the thickness of biological tis- 
sues. For instance, a doctor making 
a study of: the behavior of blood 
corpuscles used the gauge to find 
out whether the corpuscles swell 
under certain treatment.” 

Dr. Blodgett frowns on the term 
“invisible glass.” She always says 
“non-reflecting.” She also is quick 
to point out that nearly 50 years 


ago, other scientists found solu- 
tions which increased the trans- 
parency of optical. glass plates. 
“But it was knowledge which lay 
“by the side of the road.” 

In the laboratory, Dr. Blodgett 
works with intense silent concen- 
tration, her brown eyes snapping. 


“It won’t take long to tell about 
me,” she said. “I was born right 
her in Schenectady, went to school 
in New York, was graduated from 
Bryn Mawr and got my M. 8. at 
the University of Chicago. I have 
been here since, except for two 
years when I went to Cambridge 
University in England for my doc 
tor’s degree. : 

Summers, Dr. Blodgett spends 
her week, ends at her cottage on 
Lake George. She loves swimming 
and boating, but hates to ski or 
skate. “I just don’t like to have 
my feet slide out from under me.” 

One of her favorite pastimes is 
darning. “That’s a nice peaceful 
occupation. You-always know how 
you’re going to come out. In aci-

GOOD boiled salad dressing 

will be welcomed by anyone 

who has weight—her own or 
that of some member of her family 
—on her mind, Because it is 
smooth and thick and rich flavored 
boiled dressing is as good as may- 
onnaise with any kind of salad; 
yet it contains almost no fat, and 
is very low in caloric value. It 
may be made richer by combining 
it with whipped cream, for fruit 
salad, or with mayonnaise for 
chicken salad. But for everyday, 
allround use: boiled dressing just 
“as is’ is a practical, economical 
type of salad dressing. 


Boiled Salad Dressing. 


One teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
dry mustard, dash cayenne pepper, 
two tablespoons flour, two table- 
spoons sugar, one-half cup boiling 
water, 
milk, two egg yolks, beaten; one- 
fourth cup cider vinegar, two table- 
spoons butter. 


Combine the first five ingredi- 
ents in top of double boiler; then 
stir in the water until smooth. 
Cook over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until the mixture boils and 
thickens. Combine milk with beat- 
en egg yolks and slowly stir into 
the hot mixture; then place it over 
boiling water and cook for 10 min- 
utes with occasional stirring. Re- 
move from heat and stir in vinegar 
and butter. Makes about one and 
one-fourth cups.

Compression Massage

One of New York’s famous beau- 
ty schools instructs in’ compression 
massage. They start with the hips. 
The student stands before a full- 
length mirror and pummels her 
body from upper hip to knee with 
her fists. Funny as it may seem, 
the rhythm is the same as the 
much advertised code for Victory— 
rub a dub-dub, If this is done down 
each side two or three minutes a 
day, after the exercise period, it is 
bound to bring bulge victory to 
any woman. 

The next step in compression 
massage is on the inside of the 
thigh and back down to the knee 
again. One pummels hard even if 
it does hurt! The work on the thigh 
is done sitting on the floor. 

The same method of beating may 
be applied’ to any bulge which 
should be reduced with the excep- 
tion of your waistline, area 
is reduced by kneading.

Doctor Gives 
His Views on 
Typhoid Fever

VERY once in a while I decide 

that there isn’t any necessity 

for preaching any more about 
immunization against typhoid fe- 
ver. I feel that the world is con- 
vinced on the subject. 

Everybody realizes that typhoid 
has disappeared because we _have 
practiced individual immunity so 
long. Public health departments 
watch the water and milk supply, 
and we don’t have to worry about 
typhoid fever. Then in the midst 
of this comforting chain of thought, 
something happens that starts me 
all over again. 

The thing that happened this 
year was a case of typhoid fever 
that developed in the person of a 
young girl, the daughter of a 
neighbor. Her mother, incidental- 
ly, had been a trained nurse before 
she was married. 

The young girl went to Mexico 
and came back with a mysterious 
fever, which the mother nursed on 
her own for a while, and then 
finally the family called in a doc- 
tor, who pronounced the condition 
typhoid fever. 


THE TRAINED nurse mother 
had not insisted on the daughter 
having a typhoid immunization be- 
fore going on a long journey where 
she was exposed to all sorts of wa- 
ter and milk supplies. 

Certainly there should have 
been no family which one would 
expect to have taken the proper 
precautions more than this family, 
and yet the typhoid fever devel- 
oped. 

I think every child going to 
school for the first time should be 
immunized against typhoid fever 
by the use of hypodermic vaccines, 

It is true that public health su- 
pervision of the water and milk 
supply has probably been the big- 
gest factor in reducing typhoid 
fever almost to the vanishing 
point, but we cannot depend en- 
tirely on the water supply as is 
illustrated in the case described 
above. 

Sometimes the public health 
precautions are relaxed: some- 
times a carrier gets living typhoid 
bacilli into milk or food; some- 
times a picnic is held near a nice 
clear spring. The water from the 
spring is sparkling clear in the 
sunlight, and with absolutely no 
odor, but in spite of this, it may 
be loaded with typhoid bacilli. 


THE ONLY SAFE method is 
that of individual immunization. 
The fact that the United States 
Army immunizes every enlisted 
man and draftee should be a suf- 
ficient indication of the proof of 
this statement. 

Typhoid fever is a medieval dis- 
ease, and in the modern world it 
has almost disappeared. In 1910, 
the typhoid death rate in the 
United States was 20 per 100,000 
population. Of late years it has 
fallen to half of 1 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation. This is a far greater 
triumph to medical science than 
all the reputed advance in cancer 
and heart disease. 

Revaccination should be done 
about once every seven years. I 
think it should be done on every 
one before they enter college.

Importance of 


‘Timing’ When 
Playing Bridge 
By Ely Culbertson 


STRONGLY recommend that 
J averaze players devote more at- 
tention to their “timing” in the 
play of the hand. I cannot 
out too often that one trick is not 
like another, that the time element 
qualifies, and sometimes nullifies, 
what appears to be a certain win- 
ner. Let us follow the play of two 
declarers, handling the same cards 
in a match point duplicate game.

West opened his fourth best dia- 
mond. East smothered the queen 
and returned the seven spot. At 
both tables declarer played the 10 
on the second trick. West won and 
continued with a third round of 
diamonds. 


At this point the two declarers 
went separate ways. One of them, 
winning with the king, led a low 
club to dummy’s nine and sent the 
heart jack through, his idea being, 
of course, that even two heart 
tricks would insure the contract, 
since five clubs and two diamonds 
were in sight. His analysis was 
faulty, however. West won with 
the heart king and then, since he, 
too, could count declarer’s probable 
tricks, promptly laid down the 
spade ace, his one chance being to 
find East with the spade king. East 
signaled with the eight, and the 
two spade tricks taken by the de- 
fenders, added to their two dia- 
monds and one heart, resulted in 
the contract’s defeat, 


The other declarer took a differ- 
ent and more logical view of the 
matter. Winning the third diamond 
with the king, he entered dummy 
with a club, but not to lead a 
heart. He led a low spade! Ad- 
mittedly, if East had boldly put up 
the spade king and returned a 
heart, the defenders would have 
established five tricks for them- 
selves. But it should be noted, first, 
that this involved a master play 
by East and, second, that, even if 
East made the play, declarer still 
would win if the heart finesse 
worked, the same condition upon 
which the other declarer relied. As 
it happened, East was not a good 
enough player to put up the spade 
king. He ducked and the queen 
drove out West’s ace. West then 
was helpless. He made as good a 
return as possible, namely, a dia- 
mond, but declarer won and laid 
down the spade queen, thus estab- 
lishing dummy’s jack and nine. 
Now when East, on winning with 
the spade king, returned a heart, 
declarer hopped up with the ace 
and claimed the rest of the tricks.
